Peoplo who are not used to traveling 
sometimes feel hurt at the gruff an- 
swers they receive from station agents. 
Wc will givo a few points, which, if 
observed, will save many a cross word 
and secret oath. When you want to 
go anywhere and want to know when 
your train leaves consult the tinio tablo 
which is always posted conspicuously 
near the ticket window. Don't ask tho 
agent if that is tho latest table— it al- 
ways Is. After you lind tho time on 
the curd look at tho clock and see how 
long you havo to wait. Don't ask tho 
agent if that clock is right— it always is. 
Don't ask him if that is railroad time— 
they are not allowed to have any othor. 
Always stato when asking for a ticket, 
whether you want it for ono way or for 
the round trip. If you expect to re- 
turn soon it will savo you money to 
buy a round trip ticket. If yon havo 
seen bills advertising excursion rates 
on certain days, don't ask the agent to 
sell you an excursion ticket on a day 
previous. Jf you want to learn when 
thoro will be an excursion and how 
lonir it will continue, consult tho bills 
hanging all around you. Don't ask tho 
agent about it. The bills aro put thoro 
for information. If an unusually low 
rato is advertised don't ask tho agent 
if that is really true— if tho company 
advertiso a low rale thoy will carry you 
if they loso ruonoy. if there aro half 
a dozen trains in tho depot don't ask 
the agent which train you shall tako, 
but stop up to any uniformed olllcial 
outside, tell him whero you wish to go 
and ho will show you your train. If 
you want to make connection with 
somo othor road go to tho tickot win- 
dow and beforo asking for your tickot 
stato whero you want to go, and if you 
aro in a hurry ask tho agent for tho 
routo by which you can make the clos- 
ost connection, and ho will cheerfully 
answer you. 

In conclusion, jf you want to boo 
smiling ticket agents don't ask them 
for any information you can get from 
othor sourcos, and when you do nsk 
questions stato brielly and plainly 
what you want, and you will ilud trav- 
eling is more ploasant than you had 
supposed. — Richmond Sunday Register.

Unprovoked Assaults. 

In all largo cities, says tho lialtinioro 
Sun, thcro is to be found a more or 
loss numerous class of disorderly 
persons, whose natural craving for ex- 
citement is continually tempting them 
into brawls and fights. They may bo 
saul to be tho undergraduates of tho 
criminal college, for they aro mostly 
youiiir men, from 20 lo 25 years of ago, 
while the really.dangerous profession- 
al criminals aro usually too wary and 
cool-headed to draw police attention to 
themselves by ligurlng in street rows 
unless there is something more to bo 
mado out of them than is ordinarily tho 
case. Whether any considerable num- 
ber of these reckless but not always 
vicious youths shall bo gradually hard- 
ened untij thoy hocomo incorrigible of- 
fondors depends a great deal upon tho 
character of tho laws and the firmness 
and certainty with which they aro en- 
forced. If sure and sovcro punishment 
is known to await any violation of 
their provisions, many a young man 
will bo saved from taking tho first ttcp 
toward ultimate ruin. Hut if he hears 
his companions bragging of tho im- 
punity with which they "busted tho 
head" of one man or "tapped tho 
clarot" of another, ho is very likely tho 
next tinio lie happens to havo taken a 
glass too much to try to emulate so 
glorious an example. 'If he escapes 
punishment for his first offense ho will 
perhaps bo led into repetitions until 
before long ho must bo numbered 
among those who are permanently at 
war with society. Every addition to 
the number of this dangerous class 
means lessoned security lo persons and 
property. Every dictate of prudence 
demands that every, manifestation of a 
lawless spirit should bo repressed with 
decision and severity. Tho compara- 
tive freedom of ibis city in recent years 
from acts of unprovoked violence is 
doubtless to a considerable extent duo 
to the scvero penalties to which tho 
law exposes those who are guilty of 
making such assaults, especially those 
mado by night, in the streets and other 
places of public resort. It is under 
protection of darkness, at a timo 
when, work being over, their time is 
free, and when perhaps they aro iu- 
llainod by liquor, that young men aro 
most likely to try to signalize their 
hardihood by somo unprovoked attack 
upon inoffensive passers-by. A recent 
occurrence of this sort has shown that 
tho spirit which leads to such offenses 
is by no means dormant. At this 
time, when tho opening political cam- 
paign is so likely to stir up excitement 
and passion, ami to nfford opportuni- 
ties for excessive drinking, it will bo 
well to hold up beforo all who may feel 
disposed to exoreiso their pugilistic 
abilities upon persons who pass them 
after dark upon tho streets, that grati- 
fying their "inclination renders them 
liabfo to a fine of not loss than $25 or 
imprisonment in a jail for not less than 
ono month, or in tho penitentiary for a 
period not less than six months or moro 
than two years.

■"7" Edward lOvrett. 



Tho nomination of Edward Evorett 
as minister to Groat Britain met with 
unexpected opposition from some of tho 
southern senators. When action was 
taken upon it, one of them caliod 
tho attention of tho senato to a 
published correspondence, which ho 
held in his hands, between Mr. Everett 
and certain abolitionists who had ad- 
dressed to him a series of questions 
touching tho subject of slavery. Tlio 
language of Mr. Everett's letter, which 
was written when ho was a candidate 
for govoruor of Massachusetts, was 
said to be very strong and such asuouo 
of the southern senators considered to 
bo justifiable. Tho setiator, having 
read tho correspondence, made it tho 
text of a strong denunciatory speech 
against Mr. Everett, earnestly and ve- 
hemently appealing to tho representa- 
tives of the southern interests and iu- 
st'tutious in that body to record their 
• Bontonco of condemnation against such 
dangerous sentiments by rejecting tho 
nomination of a man by whom they 
were put forth. 

Tho correspondence, together with 
the speech of the senator who brought 
it forward, arrested tho attention of tho 
whole senate, and awakened new and 
strong apprehensions among the friends 
of Mr. Everett as to the fate of his nom- 
ination. Soon aflor tho senator in 
question had arisen from his seat and 
commenced speaking, Mr. Clay was 
observed to pause in his walk to and 
fro, and, as tho senator from tho south 
proceeded in his speech, ho (Mr. C.) 
became moro and more interested, un- 
til, at length, ho returned to his accus- 
tomed seal, and was standing by it 
when the gen I Ionian who occupied the 
floor finished his speech with tho fol- 
lowing emphatic language; "If, under 
these circumstances, Mr. President, 
tho senate shall confirm the nomination 
of Mr, Evorett, 1 consider tho union 
virtually dissolved." 

"And I say, sir," said Mr. Clay, iii- 
ahmtly taking up tho words of the hon- 
orable senator, "that if this senato sit- 
ting on I'm nomination of Mr. Everett, 
or any other man as a minister to afor- 
oign court, shall tako upon itsolf to re- 
ject that nomination on'tho ground that 
the porson nominated lias oxprossod to 
his neighbors and fellow citizens of tho 
Hlato to which ho belongs sentiments 
not in accordance with our own, yet in 
no way impcachi. a his charaotor or af- 
fecting his qualifications for tho post to 
whioh ho was nominated, then, sir," 
said Mr. Clay, elevating himself to his 
full height, and raising his voieo to 
that clarion-liko tono of impassionod 
oloquonco for which he, abovo all liv- 
ing men, was so justly distinguished, 
"then, sir, I toll tho honorable goutle- 
mon in this senato that wo havo no 
longer a union to dissolve!" -Proceed- 
ing from this point, Mr. Clay ponrod 
forth for tho space of about ton min- 
ute? the most eloquent specoh 1 ever 
hoard in my life. And that spoeeh sot- 
tied tho question of Mr. Everett's nom- 
ination." — Bent Pcrlcij Poore,

The acreage of tho "Locusts," or tho 
ostato of William 13. Dinsmore, at 
Staalsburg, on tho Hudson, familiarly 
known as "Dinsmore' s," places tho 
villa among those that mark Ameriea 
in picturosquo aud really grand horti- 
culture. Two thousand acres, embody- 
ing everything that wins tho heart of 
thoso who lovo and can appreciate 
country scenes, aro laid out with rare 
taste. Tho pleasure grounds aro am- 
ple, and, beyond those, are unconlinod 
bright meadows and vistas of the Hud- 
son reaching for many miles north and 
south. At "Uinsn.ore's" tlio most ele- 
gant effects in gardening are found, 
besides tho wealth of beauty provided 
by a great tract of land where tho 
sweet freshness of country is maintain- 
ed at ha best. Tho ground is rolling, 
and at every turn or dimple in thu two 
miles of drive thoro is a surpriso, 
either in tho loveliness of tho land or 
tho magnificent sceno of tho water. 

Sovouty acres in lawn and grounds 
kept in a high condition of improve- 
ment surround tho residence. Thoro 
aro six locust trees of groat size and 
beauty, 200 yoars old and ninety feet 
high which cast their dark and "fanci- 
ful shadows on the wido strotchof lawn 
fronting tho homestead. Viewing this 
display of carefully kept turf tho bo- 
holder is apt to wonder which is the 
fairest— tho groat green sward beforo 
him, or tho broad river nt tho roar with 
ils grandeur of views. The Shawan- 
gunks and Calskills seem drawn noar, 
nnd at thoir feet is tho wldo, bluo riv- 
er. 

Thoro aro at loast two hundred vases 
filled with specimen plants standing in 
the circlo that surrounds Mr. Dms- 
moro's residence. At tlio entranco to 
the tiled piazza aro high vases filled 
with boautiful bloom and dripping with 
vines. Crotons of kalchloseopo colors 
bank tho balcony on every skto, and 
honoysucklo, shooting sprays of ils 
softly-scented flowers, and clematis, 
showy with wido bluo stars, wreatho 
tho southern exposure of tho piazza, —

ty of ono of tho heavenly bodies, as it 
woro, brought down to him. 

"Tho reader who has ovor ascended 
to tho Suporga, at Turin, will recall tho 
magnificent viow, and bo able to un- 
derstand tho good fortune of an observ- 
er (Forbes) who onco had tho oppor- 
tunity to witness thouco this phenome- 
non, and under a noariy cloudless sky. 
T perceivod,' he says, 'in tho south- 
wost a black shadow liko that of a 
storm about to break, which obscured 
tho Alps. It was tho lunar shadow 
coming toward us.' And ho speaks of 
tho 'stupefaction' — it is his word — 
caused by tho spectacle. T confess,' 
ho continues, 'it was tho most terrify- 
ing sight I ever saw. As always hap- 
pons in tho eases of sudden, silent, un- 
cxpoctod movements, tho spectator 
confounds real and relative motion. I 
felt almost giddy for a moment, as 
though tho massive building under mo 
bowed on tho sido of tho coming 
eclipse.' Another witnoss, who had 
boon looking at somo bright clouds just 
beforo, says: 'Tho bright cloud I saw 
distinctly put out like a candlo. Tlio 
rapidity ot tho shadow', and tho inten- 
sity, producod a feeling that something 
material was sweeping over tho earth 
at a sjieod perfectly frightful. I iuvol. 
untarily listened for tho rushing noiso 
of a mighty wind.' "

BLAINE AND PROTECTION. 

Tho presideuial campaign ia over; Hie. 
republicans have elected t lie i r candidate, 
.lames (i. Bluine, ami tho seething caul- 
dron of political agitation will gradually 
sul)3ulo leaving on its surface, however, 
many a bubble of battled ambition, disap- 
pointed hope and smothered resentment, 
ready to boil up with tho old fury .vhen 
tho tires of the next campaign arc lighted. 
The fight has been long and fierce. No 
means weru spared to further their. ends 
and one of the worst features of tho cam- 
paign were the open attacks made upon 
the private characters and lives of the can- 
didates. Blaine claims to have refuted 
all slanders that wore promulgated in re- 
gard to him; but Cleveland was not so 
successful. However, these changes 
against tho democratic nominee alone 
would never have secured his defeat. Ho 
was on the losing side of the great Ameri- 
can question of the day— the tariff. Tho 
present campaign has been peculiar in one 
respect; the principles of the two parties 
were practically the same on all questions 
but one — that of tho tariff. Tho old di- 
vision of tho north for thu republicans 
and the south for the democrats has been 
greatly modified; and on nearly every 
other question both parties profess to 
favor the samo policy. But while tho 
democrats would have freo trade or tariff 
for revenue only the republicans have de- 
clared for protection ami during several 
administrations have kept the country in 
so prosperous a condition that the bulk of 
the 'intelligent and influential part of the 
population, believing firmly in the efficacy 
of a protective policy, have elected its 
exponent in tho person of Mr. Blaine. 
Manufacturers, of course, are in favor of 
the protective tariff and a strong point 
was made in tho recent campaign of tho 
assertion that protection was the poor 
man's salvation by also giving him far 
greater certainty of employment than 
would be tho case were the manufactures 
of England and other countries admitted 
free. The cry that though the east might 
be in favor of protection it would ruin the 
western wheat growing states, has not 
been verified in this case for the west has 
gone almost unanimously for Blaino. The 
truth is that the agricultural states do not 
fool the duly on imported goods as long as 
there i3 a market for their produce and 
■wages are higher. The United States has 
entered Upon nr. other term of protection 
to last for four years, probably longer, and 
if Canada is wise she will follow suit. 
Any attempt to change the national policy 
as long as tho United States enforces pro- 
tection, would be suicidal on tho part of 
Canada. It would be tho deathblow to 
Canadian manufactures, for it would be 
useless to try to compete. Had Cleveland 
won the day and then carried out his pro- 
mises tho result probably would have 
been more favorable to Canada as lie ad- 
vocated the free admission of somo of our 
staples, and reciprocity would very likely 
have been brought about; but with Blaine 
and protection in. the United States pro- 
tection in Canada is the only wise course. 
Throughout the canvass our sympathies 
wero with Cleveland; but as free trade is 
Bhelvod for another four years, Canada 
has no alternative save to continue her 
protective policy. 

SEWERAGE. 

A groat deal has boon said of late about 
the stern necessity there is for a system of 
sewerage for Victoria. To the lack of such 
a system has been ascribed tho startling 
amount of sickness I that has prevailed in 
Victoria of late, and of course there is a 
great deal of truth in such reasoning. 
Sullieient lias been written about the sani- 
tary condition of tho city to render it un- 
necessary for us to go into details on the 
question; but a few facts (bat have not 
perhaps struck the minds of our citizens 
wo will try and place before them. In this 
city there are probably 4,000 business 
places, hotels and residences. All these 
places are provided with water-closets, and 
a great number of them accumulate heaps 
of refuse, tho whole of which has to be 
carted away by tho scavengers. Now, 
these 4,000 places will each probably pay 
$25 per year for tho purpose of having their 
premises made cleanly by the scavenger. 
The total of this foils up to exactly $100,- 
000, This amount is spent year after 
year simply because, there is a lack of sew- 
erage in the city to carry tho refuse to the 
sea, and in five years this would furnish 
the eity with a system of sewerage that 
would be unequalled on the continent, yet 
our citizens are content to remain 
without sewerage facilities, whim it 
lies in their own power to give themselves 
a correct system and one that would lessen 
their yearly household expenses. A bill 
should bo introduced into the legislature to 
allow the eity to borrow about $800)000, 
and when a by-law is submitted to tho 
people wo have not a doubt but that it 
would be almost unanimously assented to. 
Wo opposed tho by-law submitted some- 
time ago for the reason that the sum asked 
for was too small (o meet the case, foi tho 
total desired was not sullieient to furnish 
us wilh a system at all thorough enough to 
do the work required. In the next muni- 
cipal contest the question of hygiene Mill 
occupy the foremost position.

Nkw York — The Tribune, in an edi- 
torial this morning anys: "Thorp is a 
satisfactory republican plurality in this 
state, and Blaine need not feel uneasy. 
The democratic officials in this city are 
pluming great frauds, but wo expect 
ureat watchfulness on tho part of the re- 
publican leaders. There should be slorn 
dealing with men caught tampering with 
the returns." The Sun says: "Wo think 
ltlaine has carried the state by a small 
plurality. " 

Gov. Cleveland and the democratic 
committee have dispatches showing a 
democratic gain, which they claim will 
give them the alalo. 

ClllO.vfio — The Tribune s&ya that New 
York is very close and is still in doubt. 
Oglesby is elected governor of Illinois 
over Harrison, democrat, by 24,000 ma- 
jority. The Inter-Ocean claims that 
iflaino is elected, and gives him New 
York. Tho Times says Michigan and In- 
diana are still in doubt. The Herald says 
the result, hangs on New York, with indi- 
cations favoring Cleveland. Indiana is 
claimed by both parties. 

WilBKLINU, \V. Ya. — Eleven counties 
officially reported show a net republican 
gain of 1000. If tho remaining 43 sus- 
tain this vote it will give '.he Slate to the 
Fusion electoral ticket. 

Tucson— heiuie, republican, is elected 
delegate to congress. 

Indianapolis — The state is very close 
and will probably require an official count. 
Tho returns received from nearly half tho 
state are rather favorable to the republi- 
cans, and would indicate a plurality for 
them of over 2,000. 

Mnw York — The national republican 
committee have issued an address claiming 
New York state for Blaine and Logan. 

Nkw York, 8 p. m. — Returns from all the 
election districts in tho slate but 2'<i give 
558,084 republican, and 220,052 democrat; 
republican plurality 432. 

Nkw Yoiik — The 23 districts to hear from 
gave democratic majorities in 80 of 363, 
and republican majorities of 1,210.

Enormous Crops in the Spal- 
Iniucliccii Valley and <Seu- 



eial Coa.ent. 



Tho Hon. Premier Smitho returned by 
the Princess Louise yesterday afternoon 
from an otlicial visit to tho interior made 
particularly in reference to tho construc- 
tion on the Eaglo Pass wagon road. The 
hon. gentleman describes tho trip as one 
full of interest, the sconory being grand 
beyond conception, and tho wealth of 
timber in its primeval state a3 something 
enormous. In tho country around Eaglo 
Pass there is an almost unlimited supply 
of tho finest quality and largest of tim- 
ber. Some trees of whito pino measured 
wore 24 feet in circumference and over 
100 feot were without a limb. Other 
sticks seen woro oven larger while tho 
average circumference would be from 1^ 
to 10 foot. Bed cedar, spruce and hem- 
lock were each of magnificent proportions 
and numerous in quantity. So soon as 
the line of thu Canadian Pacific is com 
plotod there will undoubtedly be exten- 
sive lumbering industries established in 
this region, which will supply all the 
northwest country east of the mountains. 
Throughout this section thero is very 
little agricultural land, but the timber 
wealth and adjacent Kootonay mines will 
probably within tho next year or two 
attract a largo population. 

Tho promier passed over tho full length 
of tho Eaglo Pass wagon road, and found 
it constructed in a most satisfactory and 
substantial manner, and much beyond his 
expectations. The amount of traffic that 
has already passod o>.;or it is extensive and 
on the increase. This shows. tho fore- 
thought of tho government in having the 
road built, and the probability ia that so 
soon as tho additional road that ia being 
constructed for tiie railway company is 
finished, tho traffic will more than quad- 
ruple. Mr. Smitho passed up this road 
across tho Columbia several miles and is 
greatly pleased with nil that he saw. 

In tho Spallumeheen valley tho crops 
of tho past soason have been something 
enormous, and averagod a ton and a half 
to the acre. Insidn of a few hours no less 
than twenty four horso teams passed a 
certain point on the valley road loaded 
with grain for the supply of .railway con- 
tractors. Thoro are ypt awaiting ship- 
ment in the graneries of the farmers some 
1500 tons of gaain. The productiveness of 
tho soil in this section is without equal 
in" any part of tho continent. There 
are yet many fine stretches of land to bo 
taken up and cultivated, and this alao so 
aoon as tho railway is finished and good 
roads constructed, will bo tho centra of a 
wealthy farming population. Tho recent 
heavy rains have made the wagon road in 
this section almost impassable for heavy 
loads, but this will bo rectified soon. 

It was a part of Mr. Sihitho'a mission 
to inspect the extent and worth of the 
roads in the uppor country, and to inquire 
into the wants of certain sections, and 
next year will probably see some niui li 
needed highways completed in the interior 
that will admit of the country being more 
rapidly settled. 

Kani loops ia pons tan tly growing, and in 
this section thoro also is great promise of 
quick advancement in importance during 
Bio next year. Many now buildings have 
been erected, and business generally is 
good. Tho railway track passes through 
tho centre of the main street. The (lour, 
ing mills are in full blast, and in tho noar 
future we may find that Victoria consum- 
ers will be supplied from this district in- 
stead of using a foreign production. 

'I ho premier was asked his opinion of 
tiio Canadian Pacific railway, and said 
that ho thought it creditably constructed, 
and fully equal to any portion of the 
Northern Pacific that ho paasod over six 
months ago. There were places whore 
the road passed through a poor country, 
notably portions between Yalo and the 
west or there, but those were being im- 
proved. Abovo Yale tho poad was in 
magnificent condition, and the whole lino 
i.-ai) smoothly, and would compare favor- 
ably with pstabljshpd r°utps of travel. 
Above Kaniloops 2,pOO men were at wifk, 
and tho WOlk was progressing rapidly . 
Contractu for tho building of the road 
past t.liB second crossing of the Columbia 
were let, and soon tho iron horso would 
snort through the wild pasaea whero very 
few men had been before. Tho premier 
is r^OiO Ilia;) Byor satisfied with the won- 
derful resources o/ the interior, and the 
prospect thero ia iii the noar futurp of 
great advancement in tho wealth and 
population of tho province generally, 

Tho weather during tho entire trip was 
good. Thero was no anow .aa yet in the 
valleys as they passod down, and the 
wca'lior was warm and pleasant. Every- 
one mot was ff} a ki n g money, and uni- 
versal content at existing things prevailed, 
and bright expectations, indulged in for 
the future.

Yesterday morning at (>:.'j0 o'cloi 'my 
of the penitentiary guard;) named St. -i 
was shot and killed by bis comrade, a ma. 
named Rogers. Sterry was a native of 
Birmingham, England; Rogeri has been 
on the London police force. It appears 
that Stony accused Rogers Bonne time ago 
of stealing. Tho feeling produced by in- 
sult ended in tho death of Sterry. Qn 
Monday night he and two other guards 
slept in the same room; they got up at six 
o'clock yesterday morning, ami two of 
them walked into tho kitchen; Sterry went 
into tho bath room to wash. Immedi- 
ately after ho entered tho room Rogers, 
who was dressed, walked in and shot him 
twice. A comrade heard the report of 
the pistid, and when ho opened tho door 
to ascertain the cause Rogers threatened 
to kill him. The man retired in haste, 
and Rogers finished tho affair by tiring 
two more shots into the body of tho vic- 
tim. Ho then marched out of the house 
aud into thu city. Ho called 'it the Arl- 
inglon Hotel, asked for whisky, and said 
to the barkeeper, "Hurry up and take a 
drink yourself." Ho then walked down 
Columbia .street, and appeared to be ex- 
cited. As ho marched along ho snapped 
his fingers and slapped his leg. After 
taking two or three turns on the street, he 
walked up to the jail and rang tho bell. 
He entered quickly and said to the gov- 
ernor, "I shot a man; he deserved i[, and 
I hope he'll die." He was locked up, 
At 2 o'clock Coroner Trow held an inquest 
aii'd tho verdict was as follows; 

"Wo find that Win. Sterry met his 
death by pistul shots, supposo to have 
been fired by one Charles Rogers." 

The case will before the police magis- 
trate this morning, and a full report will 
appear in the next issue of this journal' 
Ruth men appear to be right good fellows, 
There ia no evidence of premeditation, 
and it is quite possible that a foolish word, 
followed by his bad language, caused tho 
death of one aud the misery of the other. 
No one but tho homicide aud his victim 
was present at the shooting. The Il0|)se 
wl)cro (he guards lodged and iu which the 
shooting was done is about 500 yards from 
the ponitontiary, and near tho cemetery.

"Throws" Ills Voice.

Tlie phenomena of optica! illusion linve 
bcrr. niailo use: of to a considerable extent 
upon the stage within the last few years. 
One of the most curious exhibitions of tills 
Sort is irnown as "PoppcW Ghosts, " which 
lakes its name from Mr. Pepper, an 
English physicist; who lirst conjured up 
the spook.'aml to whom the original in- 
vention and manufacture of a real specter 
must be attributed. The ghost in ques- 
tion is no "'materialized" spirit, but, al- 
though one sees it walk upon the stage 
and act its part, it is of so immaterial a 
constitution that OlO individual whom .it 
conies to haunt cleaves it with his sword, 
as if it were so much empty air, and 
actually walks through the spectre. 
When this marvel was lirst exhibited in 
London the public Hocked to see it, and 
great was the wonder thereat. The 
mystery is,' however, easily explained. 

Every one has observed that a pane of 
window-glass, though transparent, reflects 
the rays of light to a certain extent, f=o 
that wliile admitting the* light from the 
.street it returns also a faint image of ob- 
jects in the room. If it is dark outsido 
tin.' reflection is more distinct. When this 
is understood the explanation of the trick 
is very simple. The actors on the stage 
are seen through a large plate of transpar- 
ent glass, placed in an inclined position, 
and leaning toward the audience at an 
angle of forly-five degrees. The trans- 
parency of the glass prevents the specta- 
tors in the dim light from perciving it. 
Beneath the stage, out of sight, and facing 
a large mirror inclined parallel with tho 
plate of glass above, is the real figure of 
which the ghost is the ''eidolon" or image. 

Upon this figure, out uf the sight of the 
audience, is shown the vivid glare of an 
oxy-hyilrogen lime-light. "When this light 
is tlmied on, the illuminated figure is re- 
ilccted in tho mirror, and from the mirror 
a bright image of the object is cast upon 
the glass plate facing the audience. To 
the audience, however, this image does not 
appear as if thrown on the glass, but as if 
standing some distance back on the stage, 
just as the reflection of objects seen in a 
window-pane seems projected out into the 
street. Thus the reflection of a sheet-clad 
figure below the stage may be made to 
walk the boards, a very realistic specter. 
The appnritioiral and "unsubstantial char- 
acter of the image is due to Its seeming 
transparency aiiu to the manner in which 
it is caused to melt away by diminishing 
the brightness of the light which falls on 
the veal person'. In the same way a 
skeleton or other ghostly object may bo 
projected upon tho stage. 

This sort of spectre .had been found re- 
markably effective when employed to 
represent the ghost in "Hamlet. The 
i ilc t of the old Dane's disembodied spirit, 
gliding across the stage and linally vanish- 
ing, is extremely weird. An equally real- 
istic effect has been produced by the ap- 
pearance of a real ghost of Banquo in 
Macbcth's chair when the latter, pointing 
to tho spectre, shrieks: "Thou canst not 
say I did it; never shake your gory locks 
at ine!" 

The human, ear might be regarded, from 
the same hypercritical standpoint, as a de- 
fective instrument. It is true at all events 
that the ear is readily deceived, as the il- 
lusions of ventriloquism clearly prove. It 
is popularly supposed that the veutrilo 
qtiist actually "throws" his voice so that 
the sounds are in reality made to emanate 
from any given point desired. The ab- 
surdity of this will at once appear if it bo 
considered that the sounds uttered are 
formed by the vocal organs of the per- 
former and can only proceed from them. 

The illusions of ventriloquism depend 
entirely upon the inaccuracy of the ear in 
determining the point from which a sound 
emanates. If one is in a strange neighbor- 
hood and hears church bells ringing, it is 
frequently impossible for him to be sure 
from which point of the com pass the chimes 
reach the ear. If one is approaching a 
street corner on foot and hears the Jingle 
of the car-bells on the cross-streets, he is 
usually puzzled to know which way tho 
car is coming. The ventriloquist's art con- 
sists in so altering his natural voice as to 
give it when it reaches the audience an 
artificial effect, which makes it appear as if 
it came from some point distant from its 
actual source. 

Any one can, with practice, ventrilo- 
quise a little, Tho ventriloquial voice is 
produced by speaking behind the closed 
teeth, without moving the lips, the tongue 
being pressed against the roof of the 
mouth. An unnatural voice is 
the result, and that, together with 
the immobility of the lips, is 
the first clement of the deception. 
The attention of the audience is directed 
to the point from which Iho sound is ex- 
pected to proceed, and the performer so 
modulates his words that when the}' reach 
the audience they have as netrly as possible 
the same sound effects' as they would have 
if they proceed from the poiiit indicated, 
The ventriloquist pretends that there is a 
man in a trunk on the stage, and a smoth- 
ered voice is heard which actually seems to 
come from inside the trunk, lie shouts 
to an imaginary* person behind the flies 
and the answer is returned faintly. 

Tho deception depends upon the expect- 
ant attention of the audience uiid the skill 
with w.'iicit the counterfeit soMud-effects 
are produced Tlie car is not sitflicicntly 
accural'; in flctcrjniiting the direction of rt 
sound to enable the- audience to be sure of 
it's exact si urce. Thus puppets are made 
to wag llioh jaws and appear to talk while 
the ven<r!iptjuj!<t, holding them on his 
knee, cairn -, on a conversation in. two or 
three assumed voices behind his teeth.

A Wliale'H Adventure. 

Mr. B. Kendal, chairman of tlie "West 
Coast of America Telegraph company, 
contributes the following story to u Lou- 
don paper. ■ 

"As a matter of curiosity and uniquo 
experience in connection with the working 
of submarine telegraph cables, I beg leave 
to hand you some extracts from letters 
from our manager on the west coast of 
South America, and also from the captain 
of our cable-repairing steamer. The ' ex- 
tracts go to show that uot only is it bad 
for a whale to attack a cable, but so per- 
fect have the appliances for the repair of 
cables now become, that, no mutter where 
or in what depth of water they may he 
broken, they can almost always be re- 
paired as surely and as quickly in mid- 
ocean as a horse can be shod in a black- 
smith's shop. 

Judging from the extracts it would 
seem that the whale voluntarily attacked 
the cable, and, having had a free light 
with it, paid for his temerity with his life, 
for he was held prisoner for seven days 
and them mangled unto death. Tlie cap- 
tain of our repairing steamer writes: 
"Having picked up twenty-one knots of 
cable, and while continuing picking up, an 
immense whale came up to the boys en- 
tangled in the cable. It seemed to be 
about seventy feet in length. In its strug- 
gles to get free the cable cut right into its 
side, tlie whole of its entrails coming out 
and great streams of blood. In its last 
dying struggle it parled the cable ou the 
bow sheaves and flouted to windward of 
the steamer. The cable was twisted up in 
the form of a wire rope for about two 
fathoms, and in six different parts it had 
the appearance of having been bitten 
through sufficiently to stop nil communi- 
cation. There is no doubt the whale has 
been the cause of the interruption. "
